URGED FOR PEDAGOGUES SOUND FLOOD 


Amount of Pay Instructors WARNING FROM 
Get Rests Solely Upon 
MOUNT WILSON 
lnemsefves, Claim 


Declaring that the race is between 
education and disaster and sounding 
a solemn warning to the teachers of 
California, Will C. Wood, state sup­ 
erintendent of schools, today deliv­ 
ered a ringing address to a packed 
high school auditorium in opening 
the first session of the Orange coun­ 
ty teachers’ institute. 
Wood assured tfie teachers that he 
is strongly in favor od high salaries 
for teachers, rejoicing in the recent 
increases, but warned them 
that 
their future will depend entirely up­ 
on their own efforts. 
He said the 
blame will fall upon 
the 
teachers 
themselves if the present salary ra­ 
tio is changed. 
In this connection Wood emphasiz­ 
ed the necessity for higher educa­ 
tion among the teachers. 
He was 
gratified he said, to be able to say 
that 80 per cent of the teachers In 
the California schools have had nor­ 
mal school or college training, 
This 
percentage, he declared, will rank 
very favorably with the records in, 
other stales. 
There 1s great need, however, forj 
even better equipment, Wood assert­ 
ed, and he urged upon teachers the! 
necessity for superior training and 
the value of the bachelor’s degree. 
8ees Standard Raised 
“The time is coming 
when 
the 
standard will be raised,” said Weod, 
‘ and I solemnly advise the Califor­ 
nia teachers to be ready for the ad­ 
vanced requirements. 
Are we go­ 
ing to let the teacher’s 
salary go 
down again? 
I think I can answer 
ibis question. We will get just what 
we are worth. 
We m ust be worthy. 
The wage scale for California teach­ 
ers is not too high, but it is squarely 
up to us to keep it where it iq. 
"If oar teachers are to command 
salaries ranging from $1600 to $1800 
a year, It is highly essential that 
they shall get something more than 
a normal school training. The teach­ 
ers should look forward to four years 
college training and the acquisition 
of the bachelor's degree. 
‘‘More teachers* certificates 
have 
been issued in California in the imst 
two years than for any comparative 
period, and this speaks well for the 
future, but it also indicates that if 
good salaries are to 
continue 
the 
teacher of the future m ust come to 
his or her tasks with a fuller equip­ 
ment in order to compete with the 
applicants who come here from the 
East backed by good references and 
carrying a bachelor’s degree.

awards will go to the worthy.

Wood brought out some interest- 
ing statistics in the course of his 
address.

districts, endorsed the part-time edu­ 
cation act, stressed the necessity for 
the teaching of morals and citizen­ 
ship in the public schools, and com- 
mended the Orange county teachers 
upon the excellence of their records 
as compared with counties in this 
and other states 
He declared that the appointment 
of rural supervisors was working un. 
told good in this state and dwelt up­ 
on the importance or developing a 
higher type of supervision.

Department of the Interior, this an-| 
rtent lake covered 8400 square miles. | 
The deepest part of Lake Lahontan 
vhich was 880 feet deep, was the 
i site of the present Pyramid lake, [ 
one of its remnants, so that its sur­ 
face stood about 500 feet above the 
surface of Pyramid lake. 
The an­ 
cient lake had no outlet except the 
our that led straight up, its waters 
tieing dissipated entirely by evapor­ 
ation. 
A large area a few miles north of 
Winnemucca, Nev., is covered with] 
sand dunes that were formed since 
I .ake Lahontan disappeared. 
These 
dunes are fully 75 feet thick, 
and 
their steeper slopes are on the eestj 
side, indicating that the whole vest 
field of sand 
is 
slowly traveling 
eastward. 
The march of this sand 
is irresistible, and its progress has 
necessitated a number of changes in 
the roads in the southern part of 
Little Humboldt valley during recent 
years 
In some places in this re. 
gion the telegraph poles have been 
burled so deep that they have to be 
spliced in order to keep the wires 
above the crests of the sand dunes. 
The sand Is of a light creamy yel­ 
low color and forms beautifully curv­

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 19.—- “Col. 
ors,” says an English writer, “are 
like musical notes and chords, while 
color is a pleasing result of their ar­ 
tistic use in a combined way. 
Col­ 
ors are the means to an end. while 
color i8 the end itself. 
Colors are 
tools, 
while color 
is a distinctive 
harmony in art composed of many 
hues and modes.’’ 
Commonly this distinction between 
color and colors is not made, and so 
the unified effect produced by a skill­ 
ful combination of colors is felt but 
not understood, says the Times. 
To 
analyze and fully appreciate such an 
effect a beautiful figured textile in 
which there are many colors artistic­ 
ally combined may be studied. 
Dif­ 
ferent colors and shades, some sub­ 
dued, others quite brilliant, are found 
in such a textile, but there is usual­ 
ly one brilliant color. 
The reason 
that 
the general effect 
is neither 
harsh nor discordant is that the vari­ 
ous colors largely complement and 
so neutralize each other, leaving the 
prevailing color to dominate and give 
character to the whole. 
The use of 
complimentary colors together, such 
as blue with yellow, gives quality to 
each of the colors. 
Used hi equal 
quantities, the effect is often bad; it 
is when one is used as an accent for 
the other that a pleasing result is 
produced. 
Secret of Blended Color 
This is the way a well-known in­ 
terior decorator expresses the prin­ 
ciple ; 
“The secret of the decorative ef­ 
fect of blended color is an open and 
a very simple one. 
Let us take, for 
example, a picture or a piece of tex­ 
tile. 
The hues of either may be of 
much variety and even brilliant in 
themselves, 
but to a 
great extent 
they complement and thus neutralize 
each other, some one color, however, 
being dominant. 
lf we look at a 
picture or at a fabric, then, we shall 
see two results 
if good it counts as 
a beautiful piece of blended color; 
nevertheless its total effect is not a 
confusion but is generally neutral, 
with 
red, yellow or another hue 
somewhat in ascendancy over the 
rest. 
This explains why we may, if 
we wish, use an immense deal of 
color 
provided 
it is properly bal­ 
anced.” 
Notable Example 
One of the best examples of a pro-1 
fuse and even lavish use of colors is 
that hotel, so full of the Persian sug­ 
gestion, at Santa Barbara, the Sam-| 
! arkand. 
While the lounge and the 
| other rooms that first greet the vislt- 
j or may strike one without a strong 
I predilection for color as too gay. 
when seen by electric light the effect 
is wholly pleasing, 
in the evening 
! the whole place is bathed in a sea of 
j color in which there are no discord­ 
ant notes. 
Here the various colors 
used are blended so that the effect is 
of color and not of colors. 
Rare Beauty 
It is the dining room that pleases 
the ordinary mortal best. This room 
| is as delightful by day as by artiflc- 
i Jal light. This is partly due to the 
masterly 
way in which the walls 
and ceiling are kept in their places. 
{With a perfect background, a pic­ 
ture of rare beauty has been creat­ 
ed. The walls are putty colored, with 
the merest suggestion of pink, like 
a glow thrown 
from 
a 
conceaeld 
light. The ceiling is a cream, rich 
and deep, and it. too. has a sugges­ 
tio n of a blush about it. 
The woodwork is of a dull. soft 
blue green, beautifully colored. The 
I floor covering 
is two-toned, 
with 
the effect of green and blue, sub­ 
dued and quiet. 
Since ceiling, walls and floor are 
in quiet background toues, 
the drap­

Jackson, assisted by Deputy Sheriffs 
Sepulveda and Reyes of Los Angeles 
in locating and arresting them here 
; last week for the alleged burglary of 
a clothing store at Escondido Satur­ 
day, 
December 
IO. 
Marriaz 
was 
taken at Delhi, three hours after he 
had appeared before JusOce J. B. 
Cox on a gambling charge, to be re­ 
leased because of insufficient evi­ 
dence. 
, 
Murrieta, who was captured in an 
automobile a mile from the Prince 
store at the Ome of the burglary at­ 
tempt, after a bot chase by Officers 
Choate and Moody of the Anaheim 
police force, made his confession to 
Sheriff C. E. Jackson, who was called 
into the case by the Anaheim officers 
and who has been quietly collecting j 
evidence against Murrieta since that j 
time. 
When confronted with this I 
evidence today, Murrieta, who has 
steadfastly refused to talk, wilted and 
told all he knew. 
Describing bow the attempt on the 
Prince store was planned and car­ 
ried out, Murrieta told Jackson that 
the four Mexicans had met at the 
Anaheim sugar factory, laid plans for 
the burglary and waited at the fac­ 
tory until night, when they Went to 
the store in a Maxwell car, driven 
by Murrieta. 
Leaving nis three companions at 
the store, Murrieta waited nearby in 
the car. 
The other three were ob­ 
served in the store and an alarm 
brough the police, who sighted Mur­ 
rieta as he tried to escape and pur­ 
sued him. The confederates escaped, 
leaving loot to the value of approxi­ 
mately $5,000 cached in an alley near 
the store. 
The loot was later recov­ 
ered by officers. 
Jackson, from his previous inves­ 
tigation, was able to identify Mur­ 
rieta’s story as true. He planned to­ 
day to consult with District Attor­ 
ney A. P. Nelson with reference to 
the possession of the prisoners now 
held In San Diego. 
Meanwhile he 
has asked the San Diego authorities 
for a description of the third, un­ 
named companion of Marriaz and Ri­ 
vera, to compare it with that given 
by Murrieta of the unidentified mem­ 
ber of the latter's party. 
The Prince burglary came to be 
known as “the dream weed" theft 
case by reason of the discovery of a 
quantity of marijuana weed in the 
automobile used by Murrieta and his 
accomplices.

Queen Anne is the m ost popular and 
best liked of period styles. 
"Chippendale 
furniture 
is 
m ore 
elaborate than the Queen Anne. 
It 
is characterised by the French leg 
term inating in the claw foot. 
The 
lntial C, from the nam e of the de­ 
signer, Is found in th e back. 
Adam F urniture 
“The Adam fu rn itu re is the m ost 
popular of straight-line patterns, as 
it is 
perfectly plain 
and straight. 
Cane was used in its m anufacture 
quite often. 
"The E nglish styles are of m ore 
interest to us because they are less 
expensive and fit into our homes bet­ 
ter, but we shall consider a few of 
the French styles. 
Shortly after the 
Reformation, w hen th e rebirth of all 
good things began, the people want 
to the opposite extrem e and usod 
fancy trim m ings and carvings; also, 
the styles were alm ost entirely fem 
inlne; Louis XVI style is tho only 
popular French style used today.

T he a tta r of roses comes chiefly 
from B ulgaria, and the wily B ulgar 
som etim es “increases the yield” by 
sp rin k lin g his roses in the vat w ith 
sy n th etic geraniol just as the w ily 
Italian pours a barrel of Am erican 
co tto n seed oil over his olives in the 
press- 
Substitutes are Used 
B ut m any sw eet flowers do not 
read ily yield an essential oil, so In 
such cases perfum ers have to rely 
a lto g e th e r upon m ore or Vees success­ 
ful su b stitu tes. 
For instance, the 
perfum es sold under the names of 
"heliotrope,’’ 
“lily of the valley,” 
“IPae.” “cyclam en,” and “m avflower” 
are n o t produced from these flow ers 
but are m ainly im itations made from 
o th er essences, synthetic or natural. 
A m ong 
the 
“thousand flow ers” 
th a t contribute to the “Eau de Mille 
F le u rs’* are the c irit cat, the m usk 
d eer and the qoerm whale. 
Some 
of th e published form ulas for “Jock­ 
ey C lub” call for civet or am bergris 
and those of "Lavender W ater” for 
m usk and civet. 
The less said about 
th e origin of these three anim al per­ 
fum es the better. 
Fortunately they 
a re becom ing too expensive for use 
and are being displaced by synthetic 
p ro d u cts more agreeable to a refin­ 
ed im agination. 
M odern chem ists and perfum ers 
c o n fria r It absurd on the fiart of 
th e public to object to artificial per­ 
fum es. 
All perfumes now sold are 
artificial in the sense of bring com 
pounded by the a rt of the perfum er 
and w hether the m aterials which he 
uses a re derived from Orange county 


tinpot. 
The majority of the population are 
illoterate, indifferent to the political 
form of the government and alive 
only to things that 
in terest them 
personally—principally, obtaining a 
livelihood. 
If the soviet’s new econom ic poli­ 
cy—the revival of capital—is suc­ 
cessful, the Bolsheviks will likely 
be popular throughout Russia.

still very feeble. 
Soviet officials in sist th a t capital­ 
ists will receive every protection, 
but they avoid precision regarding 
indem nification of A m erican and oth­ 
er capitalists w hose property was 
confiscated early in th e revolution 
W hile economic 
freedom 
seems 
n ear realization, political freedom 
has not been restored. 
I have been 
unable, In my talk s w ith Soviet lead­ 
ers, to find any im m ediate prospects 
of such restoration, as opposition 
new spapers and p arties are consid­ 
ered dangerous 
breeding-places of 
counter-revolution.

It has been talked of for years and proposed by 
representatives of both political parties. 
Many 
business men have urged it as a means of ‘‘tak­ 


ing the tariff out of politics.” 
The present tariff commission was regarded 
as a step in this direction. 
It is a nonpartisan 
body, restricted for the present to the work of 
here and abroad, and other data useful in de­ 
ciding upon tariff rates, and submitting them to 
congress for its information in preparing tariff 
schedules. 
Although congress so far has shown 
little disposition to utilize the services of this 
commission, it has been thought of as probably 
destined to grow eventually into a useful body. 
The President s proposal would evidently in- j 
crease its personnel and scope, giving it adminis-j 
trative powers, so that it could raise or low cr 
particular tariff rates at any time as conditions 
seemed to warrant. 
It would function something! 
| like the Interstate Commerce Commission in its 
i regulation of railroad i ates. 
Given a competent 
and 
trustworthy body1 
without political bias, this would doubtless be the 
ideal way to handle the tariff. 
There is general 


I agreement nowadays that the tariff is a business 
problem rather than a partisan 
problem, 
and 


I should be Handled in a businesslike way. 
It 
may be some time, however, before a partisan 
congress, of whatever complexion, can he per­ 
suaded to surrender its tariff-making power to 
any such independent tribunal.

The prelim inary work of the Colorado project to 
control the w aters of that river for reclamation and 
power purposes, is progressing satisfactorily. 
Aj 
proposition of such gigantic magnitude cannot be I 
disposed of within the compass of a few' conventions, j 
how’ever am icable the debate may be or however ; 
unanimous the sentim ent of the discussion. 
The enterprise is interstate in its character, and 
each state will guard its rights, privileges and pro­ 
spective profit m ost jealously. 
It is also interna­ 
tional and nothing must be done that will arouse 
controversy 
over the 
riparian 
rights of Mexico 
which are safeguarded in the treaty ceding the ter­ 
ritory through which the river flows. 
The use of 
the water of the Colorado, whether for irrigation or 
for power, 
m ust be equitably distributed among 
those entitled to it. 
When these preliminaries are 
settled the project must be financed, and that is the 
most important part of the enterprise. 
Owing to 
the great diversity of interests involved there seems 
to be no other recourse than governmental control 
of the details of construction and distribution. 
It 
will be necessary to invoke congressional action in 
any event, and since private ownership would be 
subject to legislative direction tho best method is 
clearly that w hich emanates from the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
If the public treasury is drawn upon for the 
money necessary to complete the project there will 
be no loss eventually to the nation as an investor 
, in the enterprise; for the original cost will be col­ 
lected from the beneficiaries, as in the case of the 
fits from the reclamation and cultivation of a vast 
P osterity, of course, will reap the bulk of bene­ 
fits from the reclamation and cultivation of a vast 
acreage that could have been utilized and converted 
into material w ealth by no oUier means. 
This gen­ 
eration w ill derive its greaten profit from the hydro­ 
electric power which will be immediately available, 
and it is for control of this element of the project. 
that private interests are striving. 
The results of 
the reclam ation phase of the enterprise will be of 
slower growth, and it will be many years before its 
full developm ent will be accomplished. 
There is epic inspiration in the vision of what 
this gigantic enterprise will induce in its final re­ 
sults. 
It will lay the foundation for a new nation 
within its confines of a vast arid region that for 
nearly a century has lain waste for lack of water 
with which to develop its lim itless possibilities bf 
soil and clim ate. 
What these possibilities are is 
apparent in the development of the Imperial Valley 
from the course of wealth which lies in the Colorado 
river. 
Here nature had provided everything neces­ 
sary for the com fort and w’cll-being of man. except 
water. 
The genius and energy of man supplied the 
deficiency, and wealth was the immediate return. 
I So it will be in every similar region of the south- 
! west tipon which the waters of this great river are 
j poured. 
Moreover, the project now under way will 


I give a free and wide outlet to the congested popu- 
! lation of m any cities. 
It will provide a new and 
! profitable resource for thousands, perhaps millions 
of human beings who 
otherwise 
would 
struggle 
■ hopelessly in the fierce competition of the old marts 
of commerce and industry. 
It will furnish new 
investm ents for capital and these investments will 
in turn produce new wealth. 
There will be a surety 
I of prosperity in places where only the wild things 
dwelt, and It w ill flow out from these places upon 
‘ the nation to guarantee the national welfare and 
I to strengthen the safeguards already erected against 
the unforseen perils of 
the 
future. 
Within 
the 
! scope of this schem e of conservation and ref lama- 
j tion are im perial possibilities, and the empire will 
be the sooth w est through which flows the golden 
waters of the R io Colorado.

Secretary of W ar W eeks, submitting an ex ­ 
cellent plan for a reserve army organized of 2,- 
000,000 men, finds the public singularly uninter­ 
ested.

SOMETHING ABOUT 


HOW TO KEEP WELL 


"Wet feet do not hurt one but the 
results of getting your feet wet are 
very liable to bring a bad cold or 
som ething worse, if the proper pre­ 
cautions are not taken. 
There are many 
cases oi pneu­ 
monia every year due indirectly to 
wet feet not taken care of. 
Children are usually the commrin- 
est victim s not only because 
their 
resistance to colds and diseases 
is I 
less than the resistance of older peo­ 
ple, but 
also because 
they allow 
their feet to go wet for hours with­ 
out changing to dry stockings and 
shoes. 
People beyond 60 vears of age are 
also peculiarly prone to catch col^s 
and disease easily, not especially be­ 
cause of any organic diseases which 
they may have, but usually for the 
reason that they, like children, are 
low in their powers of bodily vital­ 
ity. 
Probably leaky shoes are as much 
to blame for wet feet as the individ­ 
uals them selves. Parents should see 
that their children change into dry 
stockings and shoes as soon a* pos­ 
sible after 
their exposure to 
the 
wet. 
The danger 
increases 
in propor­ 
tio n to the length of exposure and 
for this reason change should 
be 
made as early as possible. 
W hen 
the feet have been expos­ 
ed to the wet for a long period It is 
often of great oeneflt in staving off 
a cold to take a hot foot bath and 
rub the feet well afterwards. Usual­ 
ly one needs only to change to dry 
shoes 
and 
stockings 
aftw ard s, 
j though It is well to take the pre­ 
caution to wipe the feet vigorously 


I with a rough bath towel. 
Hot mustard 
foot baths are good 
when one is 
suspicious of 
111 ef­ 
f e c ts of exposure to wet weather.

THE DISTASTEFUL THING 


There is one thing we all learn quite early— that it is not easy to 
live!

.Ameri­ 
cans are sensitive about things being done by 
the mere fiat of the federal executive, though 
I the Monroe Doctrine w as declared and upheld 
j by such a process. 
As for effectiveness, the his- 
I tory of China in recent decades is one long rec- 
| ord of 
“gentlemen’s 
agreements” 
made 
and 
; broken. 
The more formality and impressiveness 
there is about the adoption >f international com- 
j pacts, the more likely they are to be observed.

If it succeeds, what may not every 
nation accom plish for itself and what may not 
i all together accom plish for the world?
